The 5,000-word prepared sta te­ 
ment by the treasury head made 
no m ention of the $4,000,000,000 
tax 
reduction 
bill 
passed 
over­ 
whelm ingly by the House despite 
adm inistration opposition. The bill 
is

Senate 
action. 
Nor did Snyder’s statem ent say 
whether President Truman m ight 
veto this tax-cut bill if it reaches 
him. 
Snyder was the first w itness as 
the com m ittee began hearings on 
a general revision of the entire 
tax setup. 
He did not elaborate on his ref­ 
erence to an approaching period 
of tax reduction, saying simply: 
“W e are nearing lower peace­ 
time levels of governm ent expendi­ 
tures and continuing high levels 
of national income and production. 
A period of tax reduction is ap­ 
proaching.”

W ashington, M ay 19 CP>—P resi­ 
dent Truman asked Congress to­ 
day to give "immediate attention” 
to enactm ent of a federal health 
and disability insurance program. 
In a special m essage to the leg­ 
islators, Mr. Truman declared such 
legislation is “crucial to our na­ 
tional w elfare.” 
Under the type of program he 
asks, a worker unable to work be­ 
cause of injury or illness would re­ 
ceived governm ent payments. 
Mr. Truman told .Congress: 
“Of the four basic risks to the 
security of w orking people and 
their fam ilies— unem ploym ent, old 
age, death and sickness— w e have 
provided som e insurance protec­ 
tion against three. 
“Protection against the fourth— 
sickness— is the major m issing ele­ 
m ent in our national social insur­ 
ance program.” 
Mr. T rum an’s m essage asked, in 
addition: 
1. Adequate public health serv­ 
ices, including an expanded m ater­ 
nal and child health program. 
2. Funds for research and m ed­ 
ical education. 
3. More hospital and doctors, es­ 
pecially in sparsely-settled areas.

total

which I have proposed is crucial 
to our national w elfare.” he said. 
“The heart of that program is na­ 
tional health insurance. 
“Until it is a part of our na­

The something for nothing spirit never 


dies. One sign is the revival of the old "Span- 
ish prisoner" swindle. This starts with the 
receipt of a letter purporting to be from a 
prisoner in a Spanish jail, who has a large 
sum of money which his imprisonment pre- 
vents him from securing. Anyone who will 
send him the wherewithal to get out of jail 
can have this sum, which is much larger than 
the necessary investment. Needless to say, 
when any money is sent in response to this 
plea, nothing further is ever heard of "money 
or applicant. The latest version of this hoary 
fraud transfers the scene of imprisonment to 
Mexico, but the principle remains the same. 


Another recent example of this romantic 


idea of getting rich quickly is seen in the 
widespread rumor that a new car will be 
given away to anyone presenting a 1943 cop- 
per penny. This seems preposterous on the 
face of- it. The catch is that to conserve valu- 
able metal, no pennies of copper were coined 
in 1943, zinc being used instead. 


People hoping to- got rich by such easy 


methods should start digging up their back 
yards. They might find a gold mine there. 
The odds are no more against it than they 
are against getting wealth out of a Spanish 
prison, or a new car for one cent.

THE PALESTINIAN SOLUTION 


The old League of Nations failed because in the 


matters of Manchuria and Ethiopia it was unable 
to prevent what then appeared to be minor wars. 
In the Manchuriun affair, the League of Nations 
proved to be without, the capaoity lo safeguard the 
peace of the world once a major power asserted a 
lust for conquest. It then Ijcearnc clear that unless 
the United States' assumed, the responsibility for- 
League sanctions, the League was a powerless 
forum for public discussion—and no more. This 
position -was confirmed in the Halo-Ethiopian War. 
After that the League of Nations was dead because 
it had ceased to function in the principal field for 
which it Imd been established. 


The Palestinian 
issue is the most, important 


that has confronted the new United Nations Organ- 
ization in the field of preventing and .limiting war. 
Whereas currently, Palestine presents the facade 
of a local rebellion .on the part of Jewish residents 
of Palestine against Great Britain, actually it repre- 
sents an assertion of authority 
by the newiy 


emerged Arab League which has established a bloc 
of Koranic countries in opposition to European 
hegemony. Out of-such a situation a war involving 
all the nations of the world can, in time, eventuate. 


No international pnpblem is quite as complex 


'and involves so many political, religious and psycho- 
logical difficulties. To those who, like Ben Hecht, 
or the Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, sec it in the 
simplicities of nationalistic aspirations, 
there is 


nothing to solve. To one, all .that is necessary is a 
.victory of Jewish irrenconcilables over the British 
mandatory;' to the other, it would all be so simple 
if the Jews were put to the sword and physically 
eliminated. Actually, so much more is at slake that 
both the United States and Great Britain were im- 
pelled to insist upon neutrals making the investiga- 
tion, the greater powers, by this formula, limiting 
their, commitment to accept whatever proposals 
arc finally made. 
At stake are, to list the more important items: 
1. The control of the Suez Canal; 
2. The hegemony of Western Europe over Asia

Moslem civilizations in Asia and Africa, with the 
attendant danger of a second anti-Christian force 
rising in Eastern Europe; 


5. The persistent strength of the Jews in spite of 


the ravage's of .this war; the Jewish rebellion in 
Palestine giving evidence of a nationalistic revival 
and resilience unanticipated-in this area; 


6. The protection of British and American invest- 
ments in Arabic countries, particularly in oil, which 
are not merely, capitalistic but also defensive enter- 
•priscs;

Because of other issues, which 
overwhelm the direct.question, neither the Jewish 
Agency nor the Arab League can find a basis'for 
even a temporary settlement..

If the United Nations finds a way to keep the 


peace in Asia Minor, it its solution .is just, if its 
proposals are workable, it will have set a pattern 
as important to its existence as were Uic decisions 
ot John Marshall in the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the early years of this country.

ALCOHOLISM IS A SICKNESS 


Until recently, an alcoholic was treated as a law 


and moral offender and was placed in jail or hospi- 
tal until he sobered up. He was reproached, perhaps 
made fun of, and referred to as a soak or a sot. It 
never occurred even lo most physicians that alco- 
holism was a disease and the alcoholic was really 
sick. 


"Enlightened physicians now know that, an al- 


holic is a sick person, just as sick as if he had tu- 
berculosis or diabetes. And they now know that 
many, if not most, of them can be rehabilitated 
(cured)." 


When an alcoholic "loses out" at his work, sym- 


pathy naturally is expressed for his family and he 
receives only abuse for being so weak. As a matter 
of fact, it is the alcoholic who needs sympathy and 
help that anybody and everybody can give him. A 
cross section of alcoholics would show that they, arc 
normal. 


If alcoholism is called a sickness or a disease, 
what caused it? Is it caused by an organism or 
poison entering the system? 


Alcoholism is called a sickness or di.iea.sc be- 


cause there is an underlying kink or trail, that in 
limes of stress causes him to reach for help, Cor 
support, for a stimulant to carry him over some 
difficulty instead of trying lo face it himself. How- 
ever, all alcoholics do not, at first anyway, become 
alcoholics bi^cau.so of problems they arc unable to 
face. Many Jind Ihemselves restless, without definite 
aims in life, feel tensed, and so indulge in alcohol 
for relaxation and Ihcn llncl themselves heavy 
drinkers—alcoholics. 


Authorities in the Laboratory of Applied 'Phy- 


siology, at Yale state that alcoholics'may gel along 
fairly well for.a while but "eventually they run into 
a situation too disturbing to face — unpaid bills, 
sickness at home, some, blow to their pride. They 
find that if they drink enough, they can escape from 
that situation; nevoas, mind tomorrow." 


This means that — whether the alcoholic is nat- 


urally a "leaner" or becomes a leaner, because 'fie 
has more than he can face — he turns to alcohol 
for:"a way out." 


AJ1 research workers, in trying to cure alcohol- 


iem,/ state that if the alcoholic wants to be cured, 
he can be by the various methods now available — 
Alcoholic Anonymous, benzedrine sulfalr; and others.

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THE PALESTINIAN SOLUTION 
The old League of Nations failed because in the 
matters of Manchuria and Ethiopia it was unable 
to prevent what then appeared to be minor wars. 
In the Manchurian affair, the* League of Nations 
proved to be without the capacity to safeguard tlie 
jH'ace of the world once a major power asserted a 
lust for conquest. It then became clear that unless 
the United States assumed the responsibility for 
League sanctions, the League was a powerless 
forum for public discussion—and no more. This 
position was confirmed in the Italo-Ethiopian War. 
After that the League of Nations was dead because 
it had ceased to function in the principal field for 
w'hich it had been established. 
The Palestinian issue is the most important 
that has confronted the new United Nations Organ­ 
ization in the field of preventing and limiting war. 
Whereas currently, Palestine presents the facade 
of a local rebellion on the part of Jewish residents 
of Palestine against Great Britain, actually it repre­ 
sents an assertion of authority by the newly 
emerged Arab League which has established a bloc 
of Koranic countries in opposition to European 
hegemony. Out of such a situation a war involving 
all tlie nations of the world can, in time, eventuate. 
No international problem is quite as complex 
and involves so many political, religious and psycho­ 
logical difficulties. To those who, like Ben Hccht, 
or the Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, see it in the 
simplicities of nationalistic aspirations, there is 
nothing to solve. To one, all that is necessary is a 
victory of Jewish irrenconcilables over the British 
mandatory; to the other, it would all be so simple 
if the Jew's were put to the sword and physically 
eliminated. Actually, so much more is at stake that 
both the United States and Great Britain were im­ 
pelled to insist upon neutrals making the investiga­ 
tion, the greater powers, by this formula, limiting 
their commitment to accept whatever proposals 
are finally made. 
At stake are, to list the more important items: 
1. The control of the Suez Canal; 
2. The hegemony of Western Europe over Asia 
Minor, the Eastern Mediterranean, and in fact, the 
entire Mediterranean world; 
3. The emergence of the Arab League as a world 
power, thus creating a new imperial group that 
stretches in its influences from Egynt to China and 
India; 
„ * 
4. The age-long struggle between Christian and 
Moslem civilizations in Asia and Africa, with the 
attendant danger of a second anti-Christian force 
rising in Eastern Europe; 
5. The persistent strength of the Jews in spite of 
the ravages of this war; the Jewish rebellion in 
Palestine giving evidence of a nationalistic revival 
and resilience unanticipated in this area; 
6. The protection of British and American invest­ 
ments in Arabic countries, particularly in oil, which 
are not merely capitalistic but also defensive enter­ 
prises; 
7. The acknowledgment that Soviet Russia has 
become the successor to Nazi German imperialism 
and the conflict between the Russian program for 
world hegemony with the Anglo-American program 
of world cooperation; 
8. The Russian desire to eliminate Great Britain 
as a world power by reducing the effectiveness of 
British defenses and by limiting the areas of econ­ 
omic exploitation for her industry and commerce. 
As the real issues are charted, it is obvious that 
the Jewish Arab conflict is not the major issue. It 
is also clear that this particular question, were 
there no others, might have been settled by treaty 
and arrangement lietwecn the Jews and the Arabs 
as heretofore. Both are adequately represented. The 
Jewish Agency is the only formal body that is 
generally acknowledged by adhering Jews as au­ 
thoritative in Palestinian matters; the Arab League 
represents the governments of most predominantly 
Moslem countries. Because of other issues, which 
overwhelm the direct question, neither the Jewash 
Agency nor the Arab League can find a basis for 
even a temporary settlement. Neither is a free 
agent. 
If the United Nations finds a way to keep the 
peace in Asia Minor, if its solution is just, it its 
proposals are workable, it will have set a pattern 
as important to its existence as were the decisions 
of John Marshall in the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the early years of this country. 
Palestine is the test.

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GETTING RICH QUICK 
The something for nothing spirit never 
dies. One sign is the revival of the old “Span­ 
ish prisoner” swindle. This starts with the 
receipt of a letter purporting to be from a 
prisoner in a Spanish jail, who has a \^rge 
sum of money which his imprisonment pre­ 
vents him from securing. Anyone who will 
send him the wherewithal to get out of jail 
can have this sum, which is much larger than 
the necessary investment. Needless to say, 
when any money is sent in response to this 
plea, nothing further is ever heard of money 
or applicant. The latest version of this hoary 
fraud transfers the scene of imprisonment to 
Mexico, but the principle remains the same.

The catch is that to conserve valu­ 
able metal, no pennies of copper were coined 
in 1943, zinc being used instead. 
People hoping to get rich by such easy 
methods should start digging up their back 
yards. They might find a gokl mine there. 
The odds are no more against it than they 
are against getting wealth out of a Spanish 
prison, or a new car for one cent. 
THE STATE DEPARTMENT

Until recently, an alcoholic was treated as a law 
and moral offender and was placed in jail or hospi­ 
tal until he sobered up. He was reproached, perhaps 
made fun of, and referred to as a soak or a sot. It 
never occurred even to most physicians that alco­ 
holism was a disease and the alcoholic was really 
sick."Enlightened physicians now know that an al- 
holic is a sick person, just as sick as if he had tu­ 
berculosis or diabetes. And they now know that 
many, if not most, of them can be rehabilitated

Alcoholism is called a sickness or disease be­ 
cause there is an underlying kink or trait lhat in 
times of stress causes him to reach for help, for 
support, for a stimulant to carry him over some 
difficulty instead of trying to face it himself. How­ 
ever, all alcoholics do not. at first anyway, become 
alcoholics because of problems they are unable to 
fare. Many find themselves restless, without definite 
aims in life, feel tensed, and so indulgí* in alcohol 
for relaxation and then find themselves heavy 
drinkers alcoholics.
